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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1 ,3-9 and 11-14 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1 184 O.G. 86), 
claim 15, directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, previously 
withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, is now subject to 
being rejoined. Claim 15 is hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 
37 CFR 1.104. 

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement made in the Office action mailed on 14 
January 2003 is hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,3-9 and 11-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Re claims 1 and 3-9: The best prior art of record discloses an apparatus for 
retaining a damper wire on a grill type mask assembly in a cathode ray tube comprising: 
a grill type mask assembly including a mask and a frame, a bimetal damper spring and 
a tab formed on the damper spring. However, the prior art fails to teach or fairly 
suggest an apparatus for retaining a damper wire on a grill type mask assembly in a 
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cathode ray tube comprising: a grill type mask assembly including a mask and a frame, 
a bimetal damper spring and a tab affixed to the damper spring as claimed in claim 1 . 
Claims 3-9 are allowable by virtue of their dependency. 

Re claims 11-14: The best prior art of record discloses a grill type mask 
assembly in a cathode ray tube wherein a damper spring is coupled to a mask having, 
wherein the damper springs has two layers of differing coefficients of thermal 
expansion. However, the best prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest the 
second layer of material substantially covering the first layer of differing thermal 
coefficient material as claimed in claim 11. Claims 12-14 are allowable by virtue of their 
dependency. 

Re claim 1 5: The best prior art of record discloses a method of attaching a 
damper wire to a mask assembly of a cathode ray tube. However the prior art fails to 
teach or fairly suggest a method of attaching a damper wire to a mask assembly of a 
cathode ray tube comprising: looping the damper wire between a tab and a damper 
spring that is attached to the mask assembly; and securing the looped wire in a crotch 
between the tab and the damper spring, as claimed in claim 15.
